much you charge for certain shipments of 


dressed meats. The published tariff may be 
28 cents a hundred, but he will not pay that. 
You say to him: I'll carry your meat for 18 
cents.“ He says: O, no, you won't; I won't 
pay that,” Then you say: “ Well, what will 
you pay for it?" He then replies: I can get 
it hauled for 16 cents.“ So you haul it for 16 
cents.’ 


Some Light on Railroad’s e 

That sounds: convincing; to 
reader or listener it appears to Be a freshly 
written, undried page out of the every day 
experience of a railroad maneger, and sounds 
as if it might be a verbatim report of what 
took place only the day before in Mr. Stick- 
ney’s office. Now, what are the facts? 

„The rate on dressed meats from Missouri 
river points—Kaneas City, Omaha, St. Jo- 
seph, and Sioux City—to Chicago is 20 cents 
a hundred and 18% cents on through busi- 
ness. That was theerate when Mr. Stickney 
made the statement quoted above. It had 
been the rate for more than three years. 

“Tt will continue to be the rate for more than 
three years longer. That rate was fixed by 
a formal legal contract between Mr. Stick- 
ney’s road, the Chicago Great Western, and 
the Missouri river packers—a contract ex- 
ecuted in the. summer of 1902 and made 
binding for seven years. And Mr. Stickney 
was so well pleased with that contract that 
he made execution of it th occasion of a 
circular letter to the Great Vestern stock- 
holders, in which he explait 24 (and almost 
boasted of) what a good bargain the rail- 
road had driven with the pachrs—a bargain 
that meant an advance of 15 per cent over 
rates previously prevailing and that meant 
a 50 per cent increase in the railroad's net 
earnings. 

“Mr. Stickney also made it appear in his 
circular that the new rate was as high a 
rate, the Great Western believed, as could 
be justly exacted from the packers, in view 
of the small margin of profit in the packers’ 
business. 


Good for the Great Western. 

“But let Mr. Stickney speak for himself 
on rates. Here are extracts from that pri- 
vate and confidential’ circular which, as 
I have said, Mr. Stickney sent to Great West- 
ern stockholders under date of Aug. 4, 1902. 


The extracts are: 


it gives the management pleasure to be 
able to announce that the company has exe- 
euted identical contracts with each of 
the packing companies doing business 
at Kansas City, St) Joseph, Omaha, 
and Sioux City, by which the pack- 
ers agree to route over the Chicago 
Great Western lines at least a certain per- 
centage of the entire output of their plants, 
at definite rates, for the term of seven years. 
The rates are a substantial advance over 
the rates which have heretofore prevailed. 

The aggregate revenue which these con- 
tracts secure to the Chicago Great Western 
railway on the present volume of business 
is estimated to be $14,000,000, and, if the 
business increases as rapidly in the next 
seven years as in the past, approximately 
$20,000,000. ; ‘ 


Enormous Industry at Yards. 
These contracts cannot be understood 
without a knowledge of the magnitude of 


the packing industry. The published report 
of Swift & Co. gives the amount of its sales 


last year at the enormous sum of $220,000,000. 
Presumably its chief competitor, Armour & 
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Council. Likely to Lift Bridge- 
tenders Out of Politics. 


CIVIL SERVICE IS SOUGHT. 


Would End Executives Remaining 
„Machine Building Powers. 


The bridgetenders are likely to be lifted 
out of politics. This means that $116,980-a 
year in salary—largely easy money—tis to be 
taken from the mayor’s patronage powers. 
It has been the chief remaining means. of 
“ machine building left to the mayor. Ap- 
parently it is to end. 

When the new appropriation bill goes to 
the city council it will contain the annual 
bridgetenders’ appropriation, with the under- 
standing that these employés are to be placed 
under civil service. 

A vote of 6 to 3 carried this proposition 
through the council finance committee yes- 
terday afternoon. If it gets through the 
city council there will be weeping and gnash- 
ing of teeth among the politicians. 

At present the men who swing.the bridges 
are che for their ability to MH primary 
districts. In some cases, notab! at Bubbly 
creek and Division street, the .jridge may 
have to be swung only once a yea’, 
district demands attention proba'ily twice. 

Some of these primary distric: swinging 
bridgetenders have heen pald % high as 
$8,400 a year, part of which went to the men 
who were hired by the bridgetender to do the 
bridge swinging, but most of * went to the 
saloonkeeper who did the primary swinging. 


Appropriations Made One Item. 


Ald. Milton J. Foreman, who introduced in 
the city council.an ordinance to put these 
employés under civil service, brought the 
proposition up in the finance committee with 
a motion to make the appropriation $116,980 
in a lump sum instead of appropriating spe- 
eine amounts for each bridge, and adding to 
it the further motion that the bridgetenders 
should be placed under civil service. The 
question probably will be raised that the 
finance committee has nothing to do with the 
latter part of the proposition, which is being 
considered by the judiciary committee, but 
nevertheless the motion was passed in that 
form. 

It was not done without a contest. Ald. 
Zimmer offered a substitute motion provid- 
ing that the appropriation should remain as 
it ie and that the question of civil seryice 
should be determined by the judiciary com- 
mittee. This substitute, on the first roll call, 
was carried by a vote of 6 to .

MORE TROOPS MAY BE NEEDED 


Crowds Burn Six More Negro Houses 
and Anger Is Unabated. 


‘Springfield, O., March 1, 2 a. m.—{Spectal.}

race war here Monday night, filled the streets 
again last night. burned six negro homes, 
half demolished others, and stoned negroes 
wherever they could be found.

Mob Bent on Lynching, 

A deputy started to bring Dean and Ladd 
here tonight in order that Davis might iden- 
tify them before he fle. But at Medford, 
seven miles out, the deputy was ordered to 
return the prisoners to Dayton, at the mob 
would have lynched them or tought a battle 
with the militia. 

Up to midnight twenty-nine rioters had 
deen arrested by the soldiers under orders 
of a committee. of public safety appointed 
late yesterday afternoon by a massmeeting 
of leading business men.

The mob began forming at 8 o’clock last 
evening. The first excitement was created 
by the sight of 500 men pursuing and stoning 
a negro in East Main street. 


Burning Negro Homes. 

The first alarm of fire came from Taylor 
and Pleasant streets, where a number of 
negroes live. It was soon found that a small 
crowd had set fire to 4 house o¢cupled by 
George Miller, a negro. Miller and his wife 
escaped. The house and one adjoining were 
destroyed. When the fire department ar- 
rived the mob cut the hose. Sole arrived 
and drove the mob back: 

Meantime another crowd in York street 
started to wreck the home of John Funder- 
burg. Half a.dozen shots were fired inte 
the house, but soldiers arrived in time to 
prevent further damage. An attempt was 
made to get to the “flickers” nest, „ notorious 
colored resort on East street, which was the 
center of the race war two years ago, but 
the militia kept back the crowds, 


Vengeance Planned by Mob. 

It is veported that the original plan of the 
mob was to take the negro, Edward Dean, 
from jail, pull him at the end of a rope to 
the railroad yards, where the ‘brakeman, 
Davis, was shot Monday night, and tie the 
negro to the rails. Then by accident a switch 
engine was to be allowed to come down on 
him and crush out his life. |

It is because of the success of tive “ ge- 
cessionists in securing a contract with the 


teamowners, to, the chagrin of the Shea 


crowd, which failed to secure a contract, 
that the strike was called. President Shea, 
it is said, sent orders from Indianapolis to 
force the zeceders out of work, even if it 
were necessary to tie up the whole town.“ 


Source of the Clash. 

Both unions for several weeks have been 
jockeying in an effort to secure the signatures 
of the team owners to an agreement in order 
that they might control the work of the ex- 
cavating drivers. The climax in the rivalry 
was reached Tuesday night. Then the rival 
crowds clashed and a fight nearly resulted. 

Spies for the Shea faction discovered that 
the seceders were holding a conference 
with the Excavating Team Owners’ associa- 
tion in the Chamber ot Commerce. The in- 
formation quickly was communicated to the 
teamsters joint council, which then was in 
session at 145 Randolph street. The Shea 
men thereupon hurried from the meeting to 
the place and attempted to put their rivals to 
flight. The latter; however, barricaded them- 
velves in the offices of the Employers’ associa- 
tion and closed the contract with the team 
owners. 

At a special meeting of the teamsters’ joint 
council in the evening it was decided to in- 
dorse the strike ordered for today: Charges 
against the anti-Shea men, it was announced, 
also will be filed and may result in the ex- 
pulsion from the national union of several 
prominent leaders among the teamsters, who 
are said to be in sympathy with the seceding 
union. Such action, it is said, may lead di- 
rectly to a split in the ranks of the drivers of 
the city. 


Shea Expected Here Today. 

In the meanwhile President Shea has been 
telegraphed for and is expected to reach the 
city today. Some of the dissatisfied leaders 
expressed the belief that another crisis has 
arrived in the fluctuating career of the team- 
sters’ national leader which may mean the 
passing of his power. 

The teamsters proved a disturbing force 
in another direction in the afternoon when 
the team owners’ associations learned of the 
intention of the truck drivers to demand an 
increase in pay on May 1, when the present 
Agreement expircé. With 5,000 members of 
the chief teamsters’ union in the city nego- 
tiating for higher wages the labor situation, 
as far as the drivers are concerned, was re- 
garded as filled with some foreboding. The 
amount of increase to be demanded by the 
truckmen has not yet been settled definitely. 


Building Industry Outlook Clears. 
An end to the sympathetic strikes on the 
Borland block, and consequently a clearing 


of the labor clouds in the building industry, 


was seen in the promise of the union business 
agents to send the strikers back to work this 
The men, however, may refuse to 


a final effort to settle the trouble, and, fail- 
ing, may decide upon a general lockout. 


Officials Still in Custody. 
President Wright and Edward Bessette of 


the printers’ union still are held in the cus- 


tody of the sheriff, pending the completion 
of the arguments in the habeas corpus pro- 
ceedings before Judge Walker.

Toledo, O., Feb. /8.—[Special.)}—In response 
to a telegram ash ing an expression regard- 
ing the arrest of President Moyer and Sec- 
tetary Haywood M the Western Federation 
of Miners for coraplicity in the ting 
of former Gov. Hiteunenberg of Idaho, Eu- 
gene Debs sent a reply as follows: 

a What I have to say about the latest and 
boldest’ stroke of plutocracy will require but 
little space. It is not talk that is wanted, 
but action. The issue is clear. Labor lead- 
ers that cannot be bought or bullied must 
be ambushed or murdered. How shall we 
mest that situation. We must fight. 
“Another Haymarket will: precipitate a 
revolution. If murder must be committed 
it is not to be the working class alone that 
will furnish the victims this time. A mil- 
lion men will mest the issue with guns. All 
workingmen and others who have red blood 
in their veins will rise up against the mur- 
derous plot of phitocracy against two inno- 
cent men. They have stolen our country, 
debauched our p«iliticg, defied our judiciary, 
and now they propos to murder those who 
will not abjectly surrender to their brutal 
dominion. 

We have no courts to appeal to. They 
belong to plutocracy, and I am opposed to 
spending our means going up against the 
brace game of the judiciary. Let maas- 
meetings be held all over the country and 
workers aroused, If they put our leaders 
in the penitentiary without trial we will pull 
them down ae they did the Bastile in France. 
The issue is the workers versus plutocracy. 
If they strike the first violent blow'we will

Immediately after the commission 
has fixed the new rate it would go into-effect, 
and the shipper would begin to get the benefit 
from that time forward. 


Where Shipper Would Gain. 
Under the Hepburn bill the railroad would 
have a right to appeal to the courts. If it 
could show the rate fixed. by the commission 
was so_low as to amount to confiscation of 
the property of the railroads the court im- 
mediately could interfere to prevent the exe- 
cution of any such rate, acting under the 
provision of the constitution that property 
shall not be confiscated or taken without due 
process of law. 

It would not de an extraordinary thing 
for a circuit court to take three months, six 
months, or a year to decide a case. Unless 
the action of the commission were so flagrant 
and the rate fixed by it so low that a prima 
facie case of confiscation could be made 
out the court would not be likely to suspend 
the rate fixed by the commission. The ship- 
per would get the benefit of the new rate 
éuring the litigation and so would the retail 
consumer. The price of the commodity 
would be lowered to accommedate itself to 
the reduced cost of transportation, and no 
one would be.the loser but the railroad. 
Under this condition of affairs the Interest 
of the railroads would be to prosecute the 
litigation with the utmost dispatch. The.ef- 
forts of all its high priced attorneys would 
be directed toward securing a decision in the 
shortest possible period of time, tn the hope 
that the decision of. the commission would 
be overruled and the old rate would be re- 
instated. 

‘How Railroads Would Gain. 

In case of the adoption of an amendment 
like that proposed by Senator Knox, and now 
advocated by the railroad crowd im the senate 
in direct opposition to President Rooseveit, 
an entirely different condition of affairs 
would be precipitated. Up to .the time of 
the proceedings in court the situation would 
be the same. The old rate fixed by the _rail- 
road would remain during all the tis the 
interstate commerce commission was in- 
vestigating the case, and every shipper and 
consumer would be forced to endure the result 


Under the Knox system, as soon as the 
interstate commerce commission reduced the 
rate on complaint of a shipper, he railroad 
company would appeal to the courts. Not 
only that, but it could appeal to a federal 
Circuit court a long ways away from the ter- 
ritory in question. Instead of going to a 
court at Chicago or Milwaukee, the North- 
western railroad or the St. Paul would be 
apt to bring its suit in St. Paul. or Omaha, in 
the Black hills, or in some other place as far 
removed ag possible from the commercial 
atmosphere of Chicago or Milwaukee. The 
railroad company would have the right, upon 
the filing of a bond to cover the pitiful amount 
involved in the original transaction, to secure 
an injunction or other restraining order by 
the operation of which the rate fixed by the 
interstate commerce commission on coal from 
Chicago to Milwaukee would be suspended. 

Then what would happen? All of the wit- 
nesses as to the cost of transportation be- 
tween the two lake cities; as to the amount of 
capital involved in the railroad construction, 
as to the effect of lake competition, andas 
to all other elements in that particular case, 
necessarily would live in the restricted ter- 
ritory covered by the eighty-five miles de- 
tween Milwaukee and Chicago. The commis- 
sion undoubtedly would have held its in- 
vestigation in that vicinity, but the railroads 
would transfer the entire hearing to Omaha 
or Deadwoot. 

The result of such a system of judicial pro- 
cedure in the long run is scarcely open to 
doubt. The interstate commerce commiseion 
would be kept running all over the United 
States at the beck and call of individual rail- 
roads, and shippers as well as receivers would 
find it cheaper to submit to the extortion than 
to follow this 8 of migratory court pro- 
ceddings.”

CRIME IN CHICAGO. 
Night before last five Chicago women 
were set upon and beaten by highway- 
men and some of them robbed. Perhaps 


the public, will say that the records of 
his department show that on the night of 
the 27th of February, 1905, six women 
were attacked by robbers and that the 
community should congratulate itself on 
the decline in crime due to the present 
vigilance of the police, who, by the way, 
arrested only one of the holdup men. 
Day before yesterday the grand fury 
returned indictments against four persons 
for murder and against seventy-one for 
bodily injury, for 
burglary, and for rob This goes to 
show that considerable crime exists in 
Chicago. The conditions are even worse 
than this big batch of indictments indi- 
cates. The mien who have been caught 
by the police and indicted for robbery and 
burglary are outnumbered by the men who 
have committed those offenses and have 


‘There may not be “a carnival of 
crime” in Chicago, but there is 80 close 
an imitation of * that the grand jury 
thinks the state of affairs is such as to 
call for a searching inquiry. It would 
like to have a special grand jury called 
to look into this question of crime in Chi- 
‘cago and throw some light upon its causes. 
It is suggested that the dance halls stand 
in need of thorough in ation. 

There is so much grand jury work to. 
be done that that body ought to be in per- 
manent «cession. It would not then be 
compelled to rush through with its busi- 
ness as it is now. It ought te have an 
opportunity to go into this matter of dance 
halls and illegal special bar permits. If 
the grand jury shall find that illegal per- 
mits continue to be issued after the atten- 
tion of city officials has been called to the 
matter it ought not to stop short with ex- 
postulations or profitless “moral indict- 

„ It should return true bills 
against the lawbreakers and compe] them 
to face a judge and jury. Perhaps that 
is the only way in which a vicious prac- 
tice can be stopped permanently. 

The criminals of Chicago are in perma- 
nent session. While they are the grand 
jury ought to be always at work. 


CAUSES OF FAILURES. 


Last year. 9,967 individuals,-firms, and 
corporations engaged in legitimate mer- 


pended business and failed to pay their 
debts. The number seems large, consider- 
ing that 1905 Was a year of general pros- 
perity, but it is small when one considers 
that there were 1,852,947 concerns in busi- 
‘ness in the United States. 

Fraud is one of the constant causes of 
commercial failures, but it is far from be- 
ing the principal one. Fraud never can 
be got rid of, but it does not appear to be 
making any headway. In 1902 the per: 
‘centage of failures ascribed to that cause 
was 10.1. In 1904 it was 8.6, and in 
1905 it was 9.2. If any reliance can be 
placed on percentages the commercial 
world is not permeated with dishonesty. 
The public, which has read so much about 
grafting in high places, in polities and 
grand. finance, may take comfort in the 
thought that dishonesty is not rife among 
the average business men of the country. 

Only four of last year's failures were 
due to speculation. That does not prove 
that speculation is rare among men en- 
gaged in commercial occupations. Prob- 
ably there are many of them who are 
moré or less speculative, but only four 
got caught. If there had been a panic 
or a sharp depression in values the num- 
ber of failures due to speculation would 
have been much larger. 

Incompetence and lack of eapital are 
the chief causes of bankruptcy ‘today, as 
they have been from the beginning. To | 


are ascribed. The man who has excep- 
tional business ability can make a start 
with practically no capital and score a 
success. Men of only average ability who 
are handicapped by the lack of adequate 
capital are likely to go to the wall, even 
when general commercial conditions are 
favorable. 

Of the failures of 1905, 2,428 were due 
to incompetence. Those failures cost ‘cred- 
tors $10,000,000, that being the difference 
between assets and liabilities. The fail- 
ures due to fraud were less expensive, 
the loss to creditors being a little over 
$6,000,000. It is business Incapacity 
rather than dishonesty against which 
creditors should be on their guard.

take a hand in the fight for pure food, The 
people whom this organization represents 
ars the chief sufferers from the manufactrre 
and sale of adulterated commodities, 


truuds They can afford to buy the more 
expensive meats and groceries, and these, 
generally speaking, are comparatively pure 
and wholesome. Persons of this class are 
likely to keep better posted on the subject of 
adulterations. Working people, on the other 
hand, because of their limited means, can 
afford to buy only the relatively cheap com- 
modities, which are most subject to adul- 
teration. The workingman’s baby is most 
frequently made sick by low grade or doc- 
tored milk. The workingman and his fam- 
ily are most often robbed and poisoned by 
meat which has been in cold storage too long, 
by butter colored with aniline dye, and by 
candies and jeliies containing saccharin and 
glucose. 

Securing pure food for the workers and 
their families fs directly in line with the 
other and more generally recognized objects 
of labor unions. Such organizations always 
aim to get sanitary conditions of en*ploy- 
ment for their members. A man’s health 
may be as much Injured by impure and 
innutritious food as by bad air or long hours, 
Unions are planning and struggling con- 
stantly to get higher wages. A pure food 
law, rigidly enforced, is equivalent to an 
advance in wages, because it prevents the 
adulterations from cheating the wage ear 
ners. 

Some of the grocers’ and butchers’ asso- 
eiations of the city also propose to lend as- 
sistance in the campaign for pure food. 
Members of these organizations have been 
violating the state pure food law, but prob- 
ably in most cases they have done so un- 
wittingly. They can show best the sincerity 
of their desire to deal fairly with their cus- 
tomers and contribute most toward stamp- 
Ing out existing food abuses in Illinois by 
helping prosecute manufacturers who have 
sold them impure commodities and here- 
after requiring, in good faith, positive guar- 
antees as to the quality of all the goods that 
they buy and offer for sale. 

The Federation of Labor and the retail 
dealers’ organizations should not show a 
merely ephemeral seal for food reform, 
They should join with the physicians of Chi- 
cago and others who wish to put down fraud 
and safeguard the public health in emphati- 
cally, and, if necessary, insistently, demand- 
ing an improvement in the state food com- 
mission and in the law under which it acts,

The imperial commission which has left 
China for an extended tour in America and 
Europe has for its ostensible object the sys- 
tematic collection of information in regard to 
the political, financial, and administrative 
methods of western nations; its real purpose, 
however, is, without doubt, to impress those 
nations with the sincerity and efficacy of the 
reforms that China is making, and thus to 
engage their sympathies for the abolition of 
éxtra-territoriality. — 1 lese 
and those who remember the objec 
sults of the Burlinghame mission (1867) will 
watch the present experiment with interest. 
From the picturesque standpoint the corn- 
misstohers and their suites cannot fail to At- 
tract attention; their intelligence and culture 
are also likely to give the world a nigh (and 
entirely erroneous) !deajof thefsystem which 
produces such results, Many of the eighty 
attachés and secretaries who accompany 
Tuan-fang (governor of Hu-nan), Duke Tsai, 
and their colleagues are picked men, capable 
of satisfactorily demonstrating to polite au- 
diences in Washington and London their 
country’s fitness to join the comity of nations 
on a footing of equality—men who under- 
stand the exigencies of international politics 
and a wise use of the press.
